Wliat an 
iiilleuee niight 1m' exerted thron^jh tlie 
lelegrapli, by those Imving control of it, 
for party ends 1 Throughout the country \ 
telegraph offices and stations are scattered ; 
broadcast, and in each of them from onej 
toover a hundred persons are employed. 
N\ hat a l)ait to allure theever watehfnl anx- 
ious plaicemen whose voice and vote, and 
often even their honor, are at the disposal 
of that political party which will feather 
a nest fi-r tlu in. 

In a cmnlry when? the trowt nment is 
ndniinirttered hy n jioliiie il party it r any 
length of time whatever, the party in 
power should be deprived as far as possi- 
h1e of all means of jx-rpetnatiii^' its rule by 
eorru|ttinji partisan inlhienco. 'i'lie his- 
tory of this country shows that tlie I'ost 
Office, the Internal Revenue, the Customs, 
and even the Judiciary Departments have 
been, are, an.) in all provability will in the 
future be iist-d for the a<lv meeniont of 
party interests. It is deplorable to think 
that this should be so, and of course we 
hope fur better thingti. but absolute purity 
in politirs irt a condition only to he ex- 
pee'.ed wit!i the iiiillemiinni. fn the moan- 
time, inuleud of piomoting tlie ucconiplish- 
neot of bis end as far as possible is it wise 
to place within the gift of politiciana 
veral thousand additional places to be 
tilled by sycophants and ofhee-seekerH who 
will cling to the party in power, whatever 
ita baseness and corruption, as long as 
thty can diaw loatoiuuic* from the sbe- 
woU which nurses them ? 

If we believe in a Republican form of 
government ; if we are satisfied with the

The Flood of *l-ss.'S9, 

Commerclul-Uuzette. 

In one of John Cleve» Symmes' letters 

to Colonel Dayton, dated at North liend. 
Mav, 1789, he says that when he landed 
at triat place he discovered that the country 

thereabout had been entirely iiiundate(l, 
and to such an extent had the waters pre- 
vailed he was obliged to cast about for a 
site on which to lay out his town. 

Symmi-s also states that the season was 
remarkable for the amazing height of the 
water in the Ohio, beintt many feet higher 
than had been known sintiL' ihu white 
-people- l»ad-coi«e-int^> Koiuucky. 

Further on in his letter he says that 
when he left Limestone (Maysville, Ky.) 
on .hmuary L'U, 1789, heembarked with the 
bow of his boat " just even w ith the high 
bank" on which his house was built at 
that jilaco. On reaching Cobimlms, at 
the mouth of the Little AJiauii, Symmes 
states that he found the entire place under 
water. The soldiers in the Block House 
hud been driven from below to the loft 
and thence by boat to a place of safety. 
r>ut our house was on a high sj^ot of ground 
e.'^capcMi ihe fl(»od. And thi.s puts me in 
mind of something else -a memorandum 
made by .hi<lge (JofNrth. He was an in- 
telligent man, capable of taking observa- 
tion an<l noticH'alily exact in whatever he 
recordcfl. Here's what he says concern- 
ing the c!epth of Ohio, and the flood of 
178»-'89: "."<iptember 2-"), ITS'J—Mayor 
Stito.s, old Mr. Bealer and myself took the 
depth of ihe Ohio river, and found there 
was tiftv-seven feet of water in the chan- 
nel, and that the water was fiftv feet lower 
at that time than it was at that uncom> 
monly high freshet last winter. The water 
at the higii liood was 112 feet." I know 
that BIr. Cist doubted the worth of that 
moinorandum, and in one; of his puldica- 
tions (1841) discredited the Judge's meas- 
urements, but Mr. Cist does not give any 
substantial facts to disprove the same. I 
have never seen any ref(;rence to the flood 
of 1789-89 in the papery, and send you the 
liistoric matter for what it is worth. High 
water seems to be u i)re vailing topic of 
conversation just now.

lires alone and keeping the premises 
closed. This is for the purpose of allow- 
the evaporation oi vapor to escape, f)ther- 
wise it Ectlleu down again in the form 
of dampness.
